Washingto n, Feb. 1 ( /P)—A fif­ 
teen-minu te limit was placed o n 
Senate debate to day to speed u p 
actio n o n the im po rtant bu siness 
o f appro priating fu nds to ru n 
the go v ernment. 
This u nu su al restrictio n was 
ado pted to keep the senato rs o n 
the bill in hand—the treasu ry - 
po st o ffice su pply measu re—and 
prev ent them fro m wandering 
far afield. 
Meantime, 
the 
Demo cratic 
leadership was at o dds o v er a 
plan to u nite the Ho u se Demo ­ 
crats in o ppo sitio n to a Repu bli­ 
can pro po sal fo r increased ta r­ 
iffs against co u ntries o ff the 
go ld standard. 
Representativ e Rainey o f Illi­ 
no is, the majo rity leader, said a 
Demo cratic cau cu s wo u ld be held 
late to day fo r the pu rpo se o f 
taking a stand o n su ch legisla­ 
tio n and then, three ho u rs later, 
anno u nced th at the plan had 
been “tempo rarily abando ned.” 
Repu blicans hav e made the 
tariff qu estio n a party issu e and 
hav e 
placed 
the 
Demo cratic 
leaders, so me o f who m fav o r ac­ 
tio n to bu ild u p the tariff walls, 
in a difficu lt po sitio n. 
Dro pping o f the plan fo r a 
cau cu s, Rainey said, had been 
decided u po n witho u t co nsu lt­ 
ing either Speaker Garner o r 
Chairman Co llier o f the way s 
and means co mmittee.

gu ilty to o ne o f gu ilty , Ro bert L. 
(Verne) Newkirk, 30,.fo rmer sec­ 
retary o f the Farm ers Tru st 
co mpany here, was sentenced to 
serv e fro m o ne to ten y ears in 
state priso n by Ju dge Jo hn A. 
Titswo rth in Ru sh circu it co u rt 
this afterno o n. 
Newkirk was charged jo intly 
with grand larceny and embez­ 
zlement in co nnectio n with the 
theft o f $7,59 9 .25 fro m the tru st 
co mpany ’s v au lt Janu ary 2. Up­ 
o n Newkirk’s plea o f gu ilty to 
the grand larceny charge, the 
embezzlement co u nt was dro pped 
u po n mo tio n o f Pro secu to r Will­ 
iam F. Marshall. 
When asked by the co u rt if he 
had any statem ent to make, 
Newkirk said th at there wasn’t 
th at mu ch mo ney (the $7,59 9 .25 
referred to in the affidav it) tak­ 
en. Bank o fficials had claimed 
th at there was a discrepancy o f 
appro x imately 
$2,500 
between 
the amo u nt o f mo ney taken and 
th at later reco v ered o r acco u nt­ 
ed fo r. 
"They go t back all I had,” the 
fo rmer 
bank 
emplo y ee 
to ld 
Ju dge Titswo rth. 
Newkirk was pale and rather 
nerv o u s as he sto o d befo re the 
co u rt and his ey es were tear- 
dimmed.

London, Feb. 1 (/P)—A possibil­ 
ity th at the United States will 
g rant a moratorium on further 
war debt pay ments from Great 
Britain until a new settlement 
is completed was reported today 
in London newspapers. The nex t 
debt pay ment is due June 15. 
Lord Rothermere’s Daily Mail, 
independent conservative in pol­ 
itics, said this possibilty “is sug ­ 
g ested in well-informed q uart­ 
ers.” It added th at such a step 
would be necessary if delibera­ 
tions of the Ang lo-American debt 
conference at Washing ton were 
protracted. The conference is 
planned for as soon as possible 
after President-elect Roosevelt’s 
inaug uration. 
Reports that the g round was 
cleared for a moratorium propo­ 
sal in

were 
published 
prominently in other morning 
papers but obviously were neces­ 
sarily speculative. 
The Times, without alluding to 
the moratorium 
report dwelt 
editorially on some of the diffi­ 
culties of the conference time of 
Ex cheq uer who, of all the m in­ 
isters, was most closely con­ 
cerned with the debt neg otia­ 
tions, was bound to submit the 
g overnment budg et to parlia­ 
ment around Easter and could 
hardly leave Eng land before the 
budg et resolutions were throug h 
the House of Commons. 
Thus, even at the best, he 
would be unable to visit W ash­ 
ing ton during the g reater part of 
the first two months of the 
Roosevelt 
administration. 
The 
Times, however, contended such 
difficulties will, of course, be sur­ 
mounted but did not sug g est 
how. 
The chancellor of the Ex ­ 
cheq uer, then Stanley Baldwin, 
headed the 1923 debt mission in 
Washing ton, and Chamberlain 
was ex pected to g o this time, 
either as head of the deleg ation 
or Premier MacDonald’s first 
aide.

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TOWNSHIP GOVERNMENT 
The Ind iana General Assembly , which seems 
to be up to its neck in taxation m atters, and so 
fa r has accomplished nothing, discarded one 
m easure Tuesday which m ight have contributed 
quite a lot to reducing expenses. 
The Senate k illed the m easure which would 
giv e townships the right to consolidate or be e n­ 
tirely elim inated if the m ajority of the people in 
the township favored it. 
The township form of governm ent is the big­ 
gest item of expense on the tax duplicate. Town­ 
ships were organized back in 
1 816 when the 
sta te constitution was written. In those day s 
sma ller governm ental divisions were needed, but 
In this day they are not needed. One trustee and 
a dv iso ry board could tak e care of three or four 
tow nships—especially since the road supervision 
ha s been tak en away from the trustee. 
Some persons even have advocated tha t the 
unit of governm ent should be the county . Prob­ 
a bly this plan would elim inate m uch expense. 
Regardless of suggestions of saving money , the 
Ind iana lawmak ers saw otherwise, and will con­ 
tinue their wrangle over the wet and dry issue, 
a nd num erous other tax proposals—with the for­ 
go tten m an still the target of a new deal. 
------------ o------------ 
WHAT IS TECHNOCRACY? 
Ev ery unusual period in history produces some 
o ne o r more new phases of think ing into the 
liv es of the population. Sometimes it 
is a n in­ 
v entio n, sometimes a remedy for w hat seems to 
a il the world, other times it is an entirely new 
theo ry created to change the ideas of the world. 
O ur present period of depression has produced 
a really interesting if not welcome new theory 
which has had millions of words already w ritten 
about it and has swept the nation lik e wildfire. 
This new child of thought is Technocracy . 
W hat is technocracy ? Perhaps those who have 
studied it most and those who are responsible 
for the origin of the theory cannot teil y ou in 
understandable terms. Even the experts on the 
subject vary to such a great extent tha t it is 
hardly recognizable as one and the same thing 
in different hands. 
It seems tha t it all started with a group of 
energetic engineers who w anted to mak e a sort 
o f energy census of the country , to see how m uch 
energy was required to m anufacture any one cer­ 
ta in article or to m anufacture more energy . This 
wa s all in the interest of certain scientific study 
fo r far removed purposes from tha t into which 
it developed. 
W ithin this group was an elem ent tha t con­ 
ceived the idea of finding an economic interpre­ 
ta tio n in the results of their study . They first 
determ ined tha t the shoe industry , for instance, 
in its modern m ethods of m achine production, 
wa s a t one time producing more shoes tha n 
co uld possibly be used if every one had all the 
sho es he needed. They found tha t the present 
da y automobile was about fifteen 
times 
as 
efficient as cars of older models. Upon this the ­ 
o ry they came to the conclusion tha t if m anufac­ 
turers continued to improve them , tha t soon a 
single car would last a lifetime. 
The research and findings they called the sci-

So uth American Na­ 
tio ns Seek to End 
Stagnatio n 


Buenso Aires, Jan. 31 (A3)—The 
fo reign m inisters o f Argentina 
and Chile are to m eet to mo rro w 
a t Mendo za, a pro vincial capital 
o n the Argentine side o f the An­ 
des, fo r a co nference th a t may 
be a m o st im po rtant event in the 
relatio ns o f the twro co untries. 
Chancello r Saavedra Lamas, 
who left to day fo r the try sting 
place, predicted a renewal o f Ar­ 
gentinas “traditio nal link with 
Chile.”
